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Objective of the Study: This methodolpgical investigation was undertaken to
improve area frame estimates of number of farms and characteristics associated
with the entire farm. To be somewhat more specific, the objectives of the
surveytéere - .

1. To better determine farm operators, both by definition and
questionnaire design.

2. Attempt'to explain a major portion of the difference between
the open and closed cattle estimates in the enumerative
survey.

3. To improve the level of farm labor estimates from the
enumerative survey.

4. To gain an insight in how one nmight sample the area frame to
obtain data for firms servicing agriculture (agricultural
services). | .
Background: Under curreni'procedures the area frame is basically divided into

two types of land area--open country and non-open country. In states utilizing

 the area frame based on land-use classification, the non-open country or city

stratum has only limited agriculture within the stratum, while in states uti-
liging the Master Sample frame, somewﬁat more but still limited amqunts of
agricultural activity occuf within the étratum.' In all states sampling rates
for the non-open country stratum ére quite low, generally ranging from five to
fifteen segments ﬁér state. -

+ SRS enumeration pfocedures féf non-open country segments are at best

only a token attempt to obtain data. In states where substantial numbers of

' ﬂofarm_pperatqrs live within the non-open country stratum,.the samplinéfrate

would have to be increased appreciably to adequately represent this sector of
agriculture for estimates of farm numbers and characteristics associated with

the entire farm. Also, operational procedures for insuring proper enumeration



would have to be refined. This would be quite costly and thus statistically
inefficient, particularly for state estimates.

For some time it has been apparent that current area sampling pro-
cedures. ;for defining and enumerating resident farm operators are not adequate
in states where there is a significant proportion of non-resident farm opera;
tors, and particuiarly So in areas where relatively large numbers of farm
operators live in the non-oben country (NOC) or city stratum of the area
frame. The problem was high-lighted in California and Florida where estimates

from the June 1967 Eﬁumerative Survey for number of -farms were substantiélly
below current estimated lévels. Results from the iist sample used for farm
labor in June 1967 supéort the premise that estimates from the area sample for
numbers of farms and for qharacteristics associated with the entire farm, such

as number of hired workers, were at unreasonably low levels for both California

b

and Florida. Also, with farm tenure becoming quite complex, the enumerator
can no longer be allowed the degree of freedom in defining the farm operator
that he currently enjoys, particularly with the advent of multiple-frame
sampling and its associated problems of overlap definition.

Currently the enumerator is merely instructed by a short statement in

the manual that the operator is the ™man who maﬁes_thg day to day decisions." )

From this point.the enume;ator must detgrmine the operator's identiﬁy and
.camplete the questionnaire with no documentation as to whether the person
intgrv?ewed actually qualifies as the opérator.

':ﬂi§§§45blggted'éna Igeir'Charéctéfiéticé: *Since the problem which the study
was designed to answer occurs in states that are highly populated, have large

-

numbers of farm operators who live in the city, and a great deal of speciali-

zation, California and Florida were selected as states in which the study was
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to be conducted. Both California and Florida were contacted and asked to
recommend an area within the state in which to conduct the investigation.
Desirable characteristics of the areas to be selected were outlined as
follows: |

1. A high proportion of the farm operators residing in cities.

2. Estimated number of farms from the June Enumerative Survey
substantially below the expected level.

3. Sizeable difference between the open and closed estimates
for cattle.

k. Number of hired workers substantially below the expected level.

As a result, California, in collaboration with Washington personnel,
‘recommended June Survey districfs 15 and 17, which can be referred to as the
San Francisco Bay area. Florida ¥ecommended diStricts 30 and 74, which lie
5ust south of Orlando. Béth areas are shown on the outline maps in the

Comparison of frames 3 and 4 for both Florida énd California, which
are conceptually estimating the same dniverse, illustrate that the area frame
oveﬁlap was substantially less than 1list frame overlap estimates.

Description of Survey aﬁd Detailed Procedures: Two small scale investiga-
tions of 50 segments each were set up in California and Florida. The Sample

size was comparable to the regular June Survey.

The sﬁrvey'week was March 2k to 30. State traiﬁing schools were held
*" on March 28 and 29, and the survey field work began on April 1. The 50 new
segments were seiected and enumerated using current-procedures, with the fol-
lowing exceptions: .
1. A special version of the June Part A questionnaire containing
sections on land operated, tract and entire farm cattle inven-

tory numbers, number of working operators, unpaid family
. members, and hired workers was used to obtain the following:

e o a. Data for the entire. farm regardless of where located,
: T e -when' the operator's residence was in the segment.

b. Data for the portion of the entire farm falling within
the selected area of study, when the operator s regi-
.- dence was in the segment. Lt .

c. Data for the tract only.

d. Questions to determine the name of the operator and
approximate location of his residence.



2, Operators of non-resident tracts residing in the non-open
country or city stratum were enumerated as resident farm
operators to obtain the same data indicated in 1 above.

For the purposes of this étudy the NOC or city stratum was confined
to that E%ate only. Should this procedure be adopted for the entire enumera-
tive survey, it means that the NOC or city stratum would need to be considered
nationwide.

For tracts with operators residing im the NOC or city stratum, data

-for the entire operation was pro-rated to the segment proportional to the -

amount of land operated within the segment and used in an ad justed open segment
expansion. In most literature this.is'referred to as the weighted segment
approach when used for all sample tracts. Current enumeration procedures were
used for operators of non-resident tracts who lived outside the city stratum.
The Qggstiogggire:‘ It is fhe usual procedure to haQe two questionnaires--one
for a resident fafm operator amd another for a non-resident farm operator. The
qusstionnﬁire for this study differed in that both resident and non-resident
tract operators used the same questionnaire. The questionnaire consisted of
seven sections, Sections A and B were basically set up.to help the enumerator
determine identity of the operator, identify the operating unit, and determine
if the operation was a farm. Section A was used for a-tract which had a non-
resident operator and Section B for a tract which had\é resident operator. The

questionnaire went to greater lengths than usual in defining the operation.

For &n individual or partnership, the house in which the individual or the

senior (in terms of dge) partner lived, determined if the operator was a resi-.
dent or non-resident. In the case of a corporation, cooperative, or some other
tenure arrangement, the headquarters of the organization determined if the

operator was a resident or non-resident.

(N



Both Sections A and B went to.some length, to provide the enumerator,
via questionnaire design, a common method for determining if the respondent was

the tract operator. 1In the field while using the schedule for enumeration,

- Sections A and B were impressive from the standpoint that the questlonnaire

provided a good outilne and held the introduction to a minimum. In fact, if
an ennmerator Just introduced himself and asked questions as they appeared in
the questionnaire, the interview appeared to flow quite nicely. However, obser-
vation of the enumerators who were familiar with the regular June Survey pro-
ceduree indicated much of the information covered by the entire questionnaire

was obtained'in their introduction. They were then required to ask for the

‘information again when they started to complete the questionnaire. This

occurred for information of all. sections and made the respondent give the same

~ information many times. More detail can be gained from Sections A .and B by

observing the queetionnaire in the Appendix.

Section C "Cattle and Calves in Tract" covered basically the usual
inventory questions, with the exception of two additional questions. Question
No. 5 asked for cattle and calves which had free.access to land both inside and
outside the tract boundaries. If the enumerator received a positive answer to

item 5, the next question was "How many acres bothtinside and outside the seg-

ment did these cattle have free access to?" Apd of these total acres, question

7 obtained how many were inside the segment.

In California, the enumerators inserted an addltional question - 8 -

which said "What is the total number of cattle on (Item 6) acres now?" This

then served as a clue as-to whether the items 1 through L were for the entire
farm or for the acres inside the segment. Section C was designed so that the

cattle numbers reported in questions 1-4 represented only the number inside the
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segment at time of interview. The free access questions were then used to
delete cattle that were included in items 1-4 erroneously.

Section D covered "Acres Owned, Rented, or Operated." Data were
obtainea.for the entire operation as well as that operation located only in
the specified counties.

In Section E, "Cattle and Calves on the Entire Farm", data were
obtained for the entire operation as well as the portion located only in the
specified location. 7

Section F obtained Farm Labor information. Questions 5, 8, 9 and
' 10 asked for agricultural services performed on the farm. These question§
were.asked to determine if the farm operator could be used as a lead to obtain
the name of the firm whichnperformed the work or services.

| Section G, ”Aéricultural Services", was used to determine the effec-
tiveness of the area frame in providing reasonable estimates for this sector
of agricultural labor. |
Results: The analysis of the data will bé discussed separately fog California
and Florida. In California the survey was conducted over a much shorter time
period than in Florida, due mainly to the fact that several questiommaires
had to be returned to Florida for further clarificat%?n.l/ The'last'shipment .
" of ‘questionnaires was ot received fiom Flofida until the last 'week in August,
nearly five months after the survey date.
.3 Recontacts could not be made in several instances, and, the}efore,-
substantial editiég was required. Also, the additional_free access tract

question "What is the total number of cattle on the (Item 6) acres now?"

which the enumerators inserted in California, was not used in Florida. For

these reasons the results obtained in California should be more valid, and

analyzing the two states separately is more appropriate.

California: The June Enumerative Survey for 1967 and 1968 indicated 2644 and
3480 farﬁ; respectively. The special April survey indicated 5252 farms, which
compares with 6979 farms shown in the 1964 Census of Agriculture. Of the 5252
farms indicated by the Special April Survey, 705 were obtained from operators
residing in the city. Thﬁs, while on ‘the basis of standard errors the differ-

‘ence can be explained by sampling error, there is a fairly strong indicaticn %4

" that the increased number of farms was caused both by‘the different manner of
T handling operators residing in c}ties as well as the greater quéstionnaire
- detall used in detemining the identity of the operator.

The A1l Land in T}act, at approximately 3 million acres, agrees

oo

quite favorably amoﬁg all surveys. However, it should be noted that no
éttempt was made in the'Special April Survey to see that the enumerated land
in tract agreed qith the planimetered area. The segments in the special April
survey were not planimetered. | |

Considering tétal land operated, the June Sur;ey indicated 2.0 and
1.5 million acres in 1967 and 1968 respectively, while the special April sur-
‘i'? 1 vey indicated 2.5 million. This compares with 2.2 million acres in the 1964
Census of Agriculture. Of the 2.5 miliién acres totai\land operated indicated
by the special April survey, 507,000 acres were obtained from city resident
quﬁéﬁpr§._‘Thu§'in.§erm§.qf numbers of farms and total land operated the use
of the city operators alone increased farms by 13.percent and total land
operated by 20 percent. .

Basic in the use of the open and closed segment expansion is the

concept that both estimates are measuring the same universe and have the same
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expected value. To substantiate the special April survey somewhat more,
note that rangeland and pasture were obtained both on the tract and entire
farm basis and that the tract expansion was 2,078,315 acres while the whole
farm expansion was 2,678,349 acres,

Turning now to the open and closed cattle questions, the tract
expansion of total cattle was 303,800 head, while the entire farm expansion
of total cattle was 300,79% head. Comparable items for the 1968 June Survey

were a tract expansion of 309,643 head versus the open expansion of 270,509

" head, and for June 1967 the traétvexpansion was 254,183 head while the total

farm expansion was 336,65 head. The tract expansion of the Special April
Survey obtained inform#tion copcerning free access, which essentially shows
that 112,000 head of éatt;e wéfe on a total of 1,097,000 acres, of which
516,000 acres lay 1nside the segment, and the balance lay outside. Using a
proration system proportional to 1and-to prorate the cattle into the segment
approximately 47 percent of the 112,000, or 52,570 cattle, were prorated into
the segment. According to the questionnaire and instructions, this means
that witﬁout the access questions an additional 59,520 cattle probably would
have been added to the 303,800 head résulting in a closed tract expansion of
363,320 head of cattle. |

Additionally, prorated data of city resident operators expanded to

43,856 cattle on the entire farm basis. Therefore, one could make the assump-
tion that had the city resident operators not been handled in a special manner,
fgé.eﬁtifé féfﬁ c;¥t1é éétimateé would'haGe Been 306,?94 minué 43,856, 6r’
256,938, It is hypothesized'that had not the.free access question and the
method of prorating city rgsident operators entire farm data into the segment

entire farm estimate been used, results from the special April survey probably
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would have shown a spread of approximately 100,000 head of cattle between
the open and closed estimates.

Considering the farm labor estimates, the June Enumerative Survey
indicated 4,581 workeré in 1967 and 2,664 workers in 1968, while the Special
‘ April Survey indicated 10,183 workers. This compafes with the 1964 Census
of Agriculture regular worker number of 12,633 workers. The State Department
of Employment shows 17,680 workers and 20,092 workers for April-May of 1966;
however, this number includes soée agricultural service workers which the.
‘enumerétive survey numbers do not feflect. Of-the 10,183 workers shown by
the speciai April survey, 6,348 were hired and paid by city resident operators.
If we adjust the 10,183 total wprke;s showp by the April survey by subtracting
those from the city resident 6perators, we would obtain 3,835 workers, which
agrees favorably with the‘numbers of workers shown both in the 1967 and 1968
enumerative survey. Therefore, }t is quite clear that the use of the special
method for handling city resident operatoré very sharply increases the number
of hired workers one can expect to obtain on an area type survey. |

In summary, the use of the special method for including city resident
operators in the segment expansions resulted in increasing farm numbers 13 per-
cent; lan& operated, 20 percent; cattle numbers; 15 percent; and farm lapor,

\c

- 62 percent.

Florida: Initially it should be explained that the situation as far as the.
-. frame is concernéd is qomewhaﬁ'q;fferent in Florida than in California. The
Florida frame has included several of the small .cities in the agricultural-
urban stratum. In contrast, all the small cities in California are included

in the city stratum. Therefore, one would not expect to find as much additional
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information added by a special method of including city resident operators
in Florida as in California.

The 1967 and 1968 Enumerative Surveys indicated 4,310 and 6,072
farms ;espectively, whefeas the Special April Survey indicated 7,299 farms.
This compares with the 1964 Census number of farms of 6,770. Of the 7,299
farms, 626, or nearly 9 percent, were obtained from city resident operators.
The A1l Land in Tract from the special April survey compares quite favorably
with the 1967-68 emmerative surveys. Concerning total land operated in the
entire farm, the 1967-68 Enumerative Surveys showed a total of 701,000 acres
in 1967 and 3,355,000 acres in 1968, as compared to thé 1,036,000 acres on
the Special April Survey. The 1964 Census of Agriculture indicates total
land in farms of 2,609;&93 acres, Of the 1,036,000 acres shown on the special
- survey, 71,525 were obtained from city resident operators.

The special April survey.didn't appear to solve the question»pf
open-closed cattle estimates in Flerida. The tract expansion of 294,000 head
and entire farm expansion of 190,000 head compare to the June 1968 Enumerative
Survey of 159,000 head on the tract b;sis and 176,000 on the enti?e farm
basis and in 1967 of 204,006 on the tract basis and 136,000 on the entire
farm basis. ' The city resident operators accounted for 15,000 head of -cattle.
“The free access question was also vééy pertinent igrflorida."A total of
213,571 head of cattle were on 1,445,000 acres of which 684,000 were inside
. the segment. This ipdicates that of. the 294,000 tract expansion, 101,000
were prorated baged én the free-access question, and that the spread between
the open and closed eséimates.could have been greater without the free access
question. However, as mentioned earlier, the total cattle on the free access

acres were not obtained in Florida and the number of cattle on free access
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may, therefore, be questionable. 1In addition, according to the instructions
given to Florida, once the enumerator learned that cattle had free access

in question 5, they were to prorate in questions 1-4; however, there is no
assurandé that they acfually accomplished this in all cases.

Considering hired workers, the special Aéril survey indicated

3,461 workers of which only 213 came from the city resident farm operators,
This compares with the 1968 and 1967 June Enumerative Survey estimates of

- 1,392 and 1,476 workers, respectively. The 1964 Census of Agriculture indi-
cated 7,933 regular workers. Therefore, on the basis of this information it
does not appear that the concépt of city resident operators wprked as well in
Florida as previously hoped. However, it should be noted that the method of
data collection was somewhat less than desirable. The long period of time over
which the data had to be éollected'was a factor, as well as a diffefenée in the
frames mentioned earlier. Also, for ekample, there were three segments in .
which Minute Maid‘was one of the cit& resident operators. However, no data
were obtained from Minute Maid and therefore Minute Maid is not represented
in this survey. - | .

_ In addition, a great many of the questionnaires were office edited
and recontacts were nof made on several of the duestionnaires returned for
clarification. -The method that has beéen used in enu;;rating the citrus tracts
in the June Survey (for citrus tracts no or minimum information pertaining to

_?pgt.tract is obtained) plus the carryover of" poor enumeration.methods and-
éo;cepts mé& b;'resﬁonsibie for some of thé differences detected in Floriaa -
as compared with California. hn illustration of poor enumerating methods was

an enumerator completing the interview on an envelope and then at a later date
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copying the information onto the questionnaire with the excuse he didn't

want to agitate the respondent.

Conclusions gnd Recommen@ations: From experience in the field it does appear
that there is a great 5eed to more carefully define the operator by question-
naire design. The enumerator can no longer be afforded the luxury of deter-
mining the identity of the operator with only a paragraph or two of instruc-
tions from the manual to gﬁide him. With the advent of complex tenure arraﬁge-
_ments in agriculture, it does appear that there is merit in defining the .
headquarters of the operation for corporations and associations in a different
manner thén for other types of operation.

_ With the continued use of multiple frame survey designs it becomes /
more and more important that we better define the operator. fhis question-
naire took a first step in the direction of better definition of the operator
by questionnaire design, as well as préviding instructions via questionnaire
design for the enumerator to use. Working these concepts into current surveys
by one method or another would seem both desirable and beneficial.

The survey‘illustrated the free access question to be instrumental
and important in collecting tract livestock information for cattle, and that
if used éroperly can result in reducing the number of cattle in the trac@

- expansion. On the other hand, the city‘resident op;}ators also represent an
important part of the open segment cattle expansion.

On the.basis of thxs survey, partlcularly in Californla, the use

of the free-access question for the tract expan31on and the use of the special
method of obtaining information from city resident operators should be quite

instrumental in bringing the two estimates closer together so that they are

truly estimating the same universe. In Florida the effect of these two
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procedures was not quite so evident. However, it does appear that they were
helpful in pulling the two estimates together. Given tighter control on
another project, the reoults would probably be more favorable in Florida as
well. |

When one considers workers it becomes very apparent, particularly
in California, that the use of the city resident operators is necessary to
obtain unbiased estimates of hired farm labor from an area sample. The
method of proraiing city resident operators entire farm data into the seg-
ment proportionate to land appears a feasible solution to sampling this
important segment of agriculture.

Based upon the information the survey indicated concerning agri-

cultural services, it appears that the only feasible solution in obtainihg
most of the data for this sector of agriculture would be through the use of

 a list frame. While the area frame does pick up some agricultural services,

it probably could never do more than estimate for incompleteness in the list.
Furthermore, the list of agricultural services should include all sioe groups,
sinoce the area sample is not designed to estimate for the very small agricul-
tural service operations.

The Survey was conducted quite'successfully in California, but far .

) N
. more difficulties were encountered ir Florida. The results are more conclu-

sive in California than Florida. However, the poor results obtained in

. Florlda are not conclu51ve that the concepts do not work, and before such a

deduction could be ‘made another test or pllot survey would have to be completed
in Florida with far tighter controls and a greater degree of conceptual change
inserted.

Admittedly, the use of the city operator concept will put more

anizational effort within the State office. The gaine from

gtrass on the or
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it, however, would seem to make such effort worthwhile. In addition to
improving the estimates from the enumerative survey, it could make the area
frame more flexible. A problem of the land use stratification is the growth
of residential areas in the open country stratum. With the city operator
conéept one could.eliminate the residential areas from the open country
stratum with a minimum of effort.

Another point that may well be worth emphasizing is results from
the June Enumerative Survey generally improved in the areas studied from )
1967 to 1968, Generally speaking fhere was very little difference betweén
the two surveys except that many of the enumerators in the district were used
forvthe special study and_possibly were made more aware of concepts and
problems connected with the regular Enumerative Survey. This may have a
significant bearing on our training programs.

Based on the results of this survey, it does appear that both the

open and closed estimates of cattle numbers are somewhat

probably the true level lies somewhere between the two estimates. Hired

workers obtained from the area frame are under estimated dve to large numbers
of workers hired by city resident operators which are not properly represented.

in the data collected. Before hired workers can be efficiently obtained by

thé area frame the city resident operator concept will have to be approached

in one fashion or another. The evidence from this survey is strong enough -

" to support a mbve' in’ this direction of estimation in selective states as soon

as the system can be fully implemented.



Survey Costs: The average cost per segment was $92.00 in_California and
$37.84 in Florida. An additional $9.24 per segment was required for review
and supplementary training in California. The training consisted of a

second é-hour training séhool after one day of enumeration. These costs
compare with the 1967 June Enumerative per segment costs of $28.50 and $28.00
in California and Florida respectively.

When comparing the special April Survey costs with those of the

regular June Survey, it should be noted that the segments used for the

study were new and had no problem segment éction. Many of the segments were
quite large and difficult to enumerate. For example, one range segment in
California had, as a conservative estimate, between 40-50,000 people living
within its boundaries. Aiso, with no prior knowledge of the segment, the
emmeration costs tend to be larger. '
Conceptually, the propose& method of enumerating the NOC stratum
should be no more expensive than current procedures.

Verification of questionnaires, Special April Study

Upon reviewing the questionnaires from the special 4-county April study
a few were found which appear questionable. Initially we had planned to
summarize this study rapidly in order that an operational level program
could be instigated for this year's June survey. However, I am afraid -
this was wishful thinking, and we will not be able to summarize the
b-county study for the next three to four weeks. .With the additional
time it seems desirable to do some follow-up work to assure the quality
of our data will provide meaningful results.

Many of the questionnaires probably can be cleaned up by talking to the
enumerator, while on others it may be necessary to contact the respond-
ents. There follows a listing of questionnaires with comments pertaining
to each,

Segment 44, Tract C - Section A item 3 indicates that the respondent lives
outside of segment, but in a town or city, while the questionnaire is com-
pleted as if the respondent lives outside of segment and not in a town or:
city. If Item 3, Section A is completed correctly, then Sections B, D,
E, and F should be completed. On the other hand, if item 3 Section A is
incorrect, the questionnaire is acceptable if item 3 was checked to indi-
cate the respondent 1lived outside the segment and not in a town or city.
From the information given in Section A, and the address given in item 5
and on the face sheet of the questionnaire, it would appear that respond-
ent may live in a green area of the city of Bartow. Would you verify that
he either lives in the green area of Bartow or outside the green area of
Bartow, and correct the questionnaire accordingly?

Segment 44, Tract K - According to-Section A, item 4 and the address given
in item 5, it appears that the respondent may live in the green area of a
city or town.

Segment 45 _ Tract A - Item 4 Section A indicates the corporation's head-
quarters are outside the segment but in a town or city. If this is correct,
then Sections B, D, E, and F, should have been completed. Please verify
the answer to item 4, Section A and complete the questionnaire accordingly.

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Segment 32, Tract A - Item 2 of Section A indicates question 4 should have
been answered. It is the headquarters of Bronson, Inc. which will determine
whether the operation is in a city or not. Enumerator mentioned that Mr,
Bronson would be out of town until April 16.

Segment 15, Tract L - The address of Orlando would seem to be in the
~green area. Please verify and complete questionnaire accordingly.

Segment 15, Tract W - Item 4 Section A needs to be completed and the
balance of the questionnaire filled out accordingly.

Segment 49, Tract B - The enumerator indicated this tract was nothing
more than horse stables where horses were boarded. The owner of this
operation should be contacted to determine if he lives in a city or town
outside the segment as indicated in item 3 Section A. If Item 3 is cor-
rect, Sections D, E, and F should be completed. Please verify Section A
and complete accordingly.

Segment 25, Tract B - It appears that there is some question as to who the
operator of this tract actually is. It could be Mr. Davis or J. M. Blount,
who is the caretaker. Could it be that Mr. Blount is the manager of this
tract? Please clarify and complete questionnaire accordingly.

Segment 26, Tract A - This farm has land both inside and outside the segment.
The 510 acres that the respondent owns is inside the segment and he shows
all 220 cattle located inside the segment.

Segment Tract B - Item 2 Section A indicates this respondent is an
individual. However, the front of the questionnaire gives this respond-
ent's address as 925 South Orange Avenue in Bartow, yet the ranch head- -
quarters is at Cape Hays, According to the instructions, the residence
of the respondent determines if he is a resident or not. From informa-
tion given, it looks as if the respondent may live outside the segment
but in a town or city. If so, Section B forward in the questionnaire
should be completed., Also in Section C indicate if possible that the
cattle numbers given (375) are in fact on the total 1500 acres or just
on the 944 which are quoted in item 7. '

Segment 37, Tract A - item 4 Section A indicates the headquarters of the
Waverly Growers Association is outside a segment but in a town or city,
Please verify item 4 Section A and complete the questionnaire accordingly.

Segment 17, Tract X - Please complete items 2, 3, and 4 Section A and the -
balance of the questionnaire accordingly.

Segment 5, Tract D - Please complete item 9 of Section B.

However, the
plants within this area must be contacted to determine if they have any
agricultural activities and then the questionnaire completed accordingly.

Segment 48, Tract E - A 100-acre commercial and residential area. This

* tract should be broken into commercial and residential areas and sub-
sampled accordingly. The residential area should be further broken down
into areas of 25-30 houses, and then contact all houses in the sub-sample.
The commercial part should also be broken down and sub-sampled. If sub-
sampled, be sure to note the subsampling fraction on the face sheet of
the questionnaires.

Segment 7, B Tract - The note on the front says "Larramore Trailer Park
near Highway 92 counted about 30 head.” I am not sure what the 30 head
referred to. Was this people, trailers, or cattle? Also, who is the
operator of the Trailer Park? We shounld determine who the operator is
and complete the questionnaire accordingly.

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BASIC DEFINITIONS

Plan Your Course: of Action

Before beginning your field enumeration, mark on a State highway map the
location of your home and the location of all segments you are to enumerate.
Use this map to plan your daily route of travel. This will minimize your
duplication of mileage.

Drive to Segment

Using the State highway map, county map and aerial photo, drive to the
segment.

Upon arriving at the segment boundary, orient your county highway map and

photo with ground features. Identify your location on the photo from ground

landmarks such as roads, ditches, streams, trees, and buildings.

Drive around the segment, if possible, to verify the boundaries of the
segment with features shown on the aerial photo. A

Become familiar with the segment boundaries and with the landmarks as these
will be helpful in talking with the farmer about the boundaries of the land
he operates.

Drive to a residence located inside the segment and begin interview on page
4., For area of land within the segment boundaries having no occupied
residence, determine who operates the land and begin interview on page 2.

Start the Interview

Introduce yourself and briefly tell the respondent why you are there.

Ask the respondent to show you on the photo the boundaries of land he now
operates ingide the segment. On the photo, draw in tract boundaries with a

ook
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blue pencil and assign a letter code for identification. (A tract is an
area of land inside this segment which is under control of one management.)

If an operator has two or more separate parcels of land in the segment (in
other words, his land is separated by pieces of land operated by other
people in the segment), consider all separate parcels as one tract and
assign only one letter to the operator. Print the same letter in each
separate part of the operator's tract on the photo.

If the respondent is well informed, ask about other tract operators and
where they can be contacted. Using the photo, ask him who operates the
land adjoining his farm. If some adjoining land inside the segment is
not farmland, ask who the manager is. It must be accounted for om your
photo and a Questionnaire completed.

Continue to ask about other tract operators in the segment. Find out
where they live so you can contact them.
